FORKCIBLE PROTES? FROM ONE |. 


BASBSUFYERED. 


A Correspondent Who Thinks a Ke- 
cent Article in “The Times” Was 
Not Strong EKnongh-How Peace- 
ahie White Settlers Were Evicted. 


Los ANGELES, Aug 26,—[To the Ed- 
itor of Tne Tiwes.] In the columns 


| of your valuable paper of the 18th inst., 


under heading of ‘‘Indians’ Rights and 
Settlers’ Wrongs,” you eulogize the 
objects of the Indian Rights Associa- 
tion by saying: ‘‘This is a praiseworthy 
object, to which no exception can be 
taken by any reasonable man.” In 
the same article you question the asso- 
ciation’s efforts when conflicting: with 
acitizen’s right to possession of life 
and property.. Perhaps if you had 
been a sufferer, either directly or indi- 
rectiy, at their hands.as I and many 
others have, you would not criticise 
their objects or efforts so mildly. 
wish to denownce in strong terms this 
association’s unwarrantable influence 
with Grover Cleveland in urging him 
to commit the highest-handed outrage 
of the nineteenth century against law- 
abiding and peaceable citizens. 

The case in view and the facts are: 
That on the 27th day of February, 
‘3885, Chester A. Arthur, then Pres- 
dent of the United States, did,.by ‘an 
executive order, open to settlement 
under the homestead law a certain 
reservation in. Dakota, known as the 
Winnebago and Crow Creek, being 
apartof the original Sioux reserva- 
tion, lying east of the Missouri River. 
President Arthur had waited two years 
for Congress to act on a Senate bill for 
the opening of this land, and it being 
the wish of the entire population of 
Daketa, irrespective of politics, this 
proclamation was issued for the imme- 
diate settlement under the homestead 
and preémption laws; and abeut 4000 
citizens of this Republic, coming from 
far and rear, accepted the order in 
good faith, and went ou-this land and 
built upon and cultivated the same, 
and were in lawful and peaceable 
posession up to. the 30th day 
of April following, when we re- 
ceived the startling news that 
Grover Cleveland had revoked Arthur’s 
proclamation, and, ‘deelaring that we 
were trespassers, caused an order 
to be issued from the War Department 
to the troops at the military posts of 
Ft. Scully and Thompson in Dakota to 
proceed and remove all settlers, peace- 
ably if they could, if not, then by force. 


-| The excuse for this damnable eviction 


and usurpation at the hands of Grover 
Cleveland, occupant of the White 
House, and the Indian Rights Associa- 
tion and Indian Department post 
agents—the ragtag and bobtail of the 
Democratic Administration—was that 
the east boundary line of the old Sioux 
reserve was not distinctly stated, 
marked and defined in the treaty of 
1858. The same excuse a thief would 
make for entering and plundering your 
house whenever you fuiled to lock your 
doors. No precedent in the history of 
despotic monarchs or pagans would 
warrant this high-handed, unlawful, 
unwarrantable, unjust glaring 
outrage. This eviction of peace- 
able and law-abiding citizens, 
cannot be equaled in the experience of 
even serfs and servants of the dark 
ages. Words cannot victure the des- 
perate situation in which we were 
placed, driven from our homes out and 
over the so-called boundary lines, .to 
be left by the. roadside helpless and 
destitute. As darkness draws apace 
upon the horizon, as the sun sheds its 
last rays of light upon the Republic,we 
can see the flames of our burning 
buildings lea 4 and over the torch in 
the hands of the Indians, who were 
allowed to follow in the wake of the 
military to pillage and burn the last 
vestige of our peaceable and happy 
homes. Nothing now remains to mark 
our resting place and the fruits of 
years of toil and economy but the 
ashes of our habitations. We Were 
animals, not citizens, who must go at 
the bidding of a cruel master—driven 
from our humble but happy homes 
by the military, a power placed in 
the hands of our Exeeutive to pro- 
tect the citizen, ‘not destroy him; 
left by the .readside, penniless and 
starving, powerless to resent the cruel 
master. ou may know what love is 
for aruler, but you have no concep- 
tion of the deep, unalterable hate and 
detestation that clings to the heart’s 
fibers of the being that has been 
evicted, robbed, ontraged and driven a 
refugee from his home and earthly pos- 
sessions by an unjust, merciless, un- 
conscionable and inhumanruler. What 
do such rulers and combinations of 
men receive for their inhuman acts, 
whether or indirectly commit- 
ting such unjdst. and unwarrantabie 
eviction and robbery of law-abiding 
and peaceable homestea@ers, irrespect- 
ive of politics, creed or sex? I will 
tell you: What they did then, now and 
forever will receive the curses of father 
and mother and their children’s chil- 
dren, as they carry the records of that 
damnable outrage dowa the line of 
generations to come. Strong hearts 
and hands faltered for the time, then 
sought refuge and toil elsewhere.

Then an association will be 
created that will guard this Republic 
and the rights of American citizens, 
and protect and. defend their inalien- 
able rights to life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness.
